After the procession had reentered 
the cathedral, Cardinal Vannutelli ap- 
peared on the high balcony in gorgeous 
robes and elevated the Host, while the 
thousands of Roman Catholics outside 
the building reverently knelt. 

The last day of the congress opened 
with pontifical mass in the cathedral, 
which was celebrated by the papal le- 
gate and at whicn all -the cardinals, 
archbishops and bishops and many 
others of the clergy assisted. The 
great edifice was crowded; the audience 
following with rapt attention the ser- 
mon of Cardinal Gibbons, who. preach- 
ed eloquently. 

Wihen the congregation poured out of 
the edifice they found that the crowd 
already was assembling for the pro- 
cession, which had beefi the cause of 
so much controversy. Large forces of 
police were assisted by some_ 15,000 
Roman Catholics, who had volunteered 
to line the route, bur even this strong 
army of men was unable -at times to 
prevent the participants mm the parade 
from being shouldered by the curious. 

Cardinal After Cardinal. 

Before the procession started vespers 
were sung within the cathedral, at the 
conclusion of which the prelates passed 
down the Naye, singing “Faith of Our 
Fathers,” wtfich was taken up by the 
congregation and the vast.crowds with- 
Out. 

As the head of the process;on emerg- 
ed from the cathedra! doors a cheer 
went up which was repeated as cardi- 
na] after cardinal came slowly out. fol- 
lowed by the arthbishops, bishops, 
minor prelates of the church and a 
great army of white-surpliced men 
Singing hymns. Most of the prelates 
carried their vestments Over their 
arms, but the legate was in ful] court 
drese, his scarlet robes and red hat 
lending distinction to his commanding 
figure. The hands of the pope's repre- 
sentative, @hich were to have carried 

ie Host, showered continual blessings 
upon the people who reverently bowed 
knee, 

On either side of Cardinal Vannutelll 
were his chief Shaplains and the guard- 
of-honor, Roman Catholic 
peers Following legate came the 
members of the pontifical mission, the 
cardinals in their order, two-by-two, 
each with his train-bearer and chap- 
lain; the archbishops and other pre- 
lates, including the representatives of 
absent bishops, the whole prdécessfon 
being upwards of a long. 

Broke Up the Procession. 
surrounding the 
the prelates passed through ave- 
of kneeling adherents of their 
faith, the curious and any who might 
have eome to jeer being crowded out 
of this vicinity. .At one place how- 
ever, where several streets converge, 
the crush was great that the spec- 
tators broke up the procession, but 
the police stationed at point in 
trong forces, managed eventually to 
clear a narrow lane through which the 
Papal legate and the others passed in 
Sigle file. The crush here was fright- 
fi! half an hour, and the police 
had use heroic measures. 

On their return to the cathedral the 
preiates marched around the interior:

Host, as he would have done on the 
streets had not the government inter- 
posed objection. The vast assemblage 
that filled the square then sang hymns 
and the members of the Roman Catho- 
Ite socteties, with banners lying, 
marched through the streets to their 
halls and churches. In the meantime 
the papal legate within building 
Pronounced ihe benediction, and the 
congress closed. 

“Archbishop Bourne has sent to the 
newspapers a copy*of the correspond- 
ence which preceded the change 
pians for the Roman Catholic proces- 
sion, from which it appears that 
Premier Asquith sent to the archbishop 
on Thursday morning the first intima- 
tion of his wish that the ceremony of 
carrying the Host through the streets 
of London should be abandoned 

Archbishop Bourne's Protest. 
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Archbishop Bourne, in reply, sent to 
the premier a long statement his 
views, protesting against changing the 
plans at the last moment. In his com- 
munication the archbishop qeclined to 
accede to the premier'’s request unless 
the latter acceptéd full responsibility. 
He pointed out at the same time that 
a similar procession had taken place 
in many parts of England without 
hindrance, and he would under no clr- 
cumetances agree to an arrangement 
that would place Catholics in the posi- 
tion of being tolerated under certain 
conditions. The archbishop, in  con- 
clusion, said: 

“Are you prepared. at this last mo- 
ment, when special trains have been 
ordered from the provinces, thousands 
of poor people having their fares to 
come to London; when the press of the 
whole world is watching this congress, 
to put to dishonor, not only myself, 
but the Catholic bishops of the whole

Rochester, ‘N. Y., September 13.—Little 
Or no progress was made today toward 
a crystallization of sentiment in favor 
of any one of the many candidates 
whose names have been mentioned for 
the gubernatorial nomination to be 
made bv the democratic state conven- 
tion which meets here Tuesday at noon. 

Leader Murphy, of Tammany Hall, 
did not arrive today: as expected, -and 
this retarded anything like a settle- 
ment of the governorship nomination. 
Mr. Murphy ang a number of his closest 
advisers will arrive tomorrow morn- 
ing. National Chairman Norman EB. 
Mack is expected in from Buffalo at 
the same time. Senator Patrick H. 
McCarren also wil! be on hand tomor- 
row. 

State Chairman William J. Conners 
continued today to be the central figure 
of interest. 

“IT am personally in favor of an up- 
state man in preference to one from 
New York,” he said. “I believe such a 
man would make a better race, and 
that is what we want this year, a good 
race and a victorious one.” 

Chairman Conners has stated several 
times that Lieutenant Governor Lewis 
Stuyvesant Chanler was his persona! 
choice The chairman again talked 
peace today, and deciared that he did 
not look for anything but enthusiastic 
harmony at the cenvention. 

Congressman William H Sulzer was 
busy today Interviewing delegates and 
leadees. His friends express great con- 
fidence that Mr. Sulzer will make an 
excellent showing on the first ballot 
of the convention for the governor- 
ship 

Bird S. Coler, of Brooklyn. arrived 
today and officially launched the cand!- 
dacy of William B. Ellison. of New 
York city, for governor. 

National Committee Not Meddling. 


Buffalo, N. Y., September 13.—The 
democratic national committee will 
make ne attempt to influence the dele- 
gates of the democratic state conven- 
tion in tneir choice for governor, nor 
has Wiliam J. Bryan indicated his pref-, 
erence for any man for the gubernato- 
rial nomination. The attitude of Mr.

that every precaution would be taken 
to protect the procession from insult 
or annoyance. 

Roman Catholics Indignant. 


It is evident, however that the 
Catholics consider that they have been 
badly treated. Father Sprankling, ad- 
ministrator of St. George's Roman 
Catholic cathedral, yesterday referred 
to Premier Asquith’s action as one that 
would go down to posterity as an in- 
sult to millions of Roman Catholics. 

Cardinal Vannuteili, in an interview 
after the procession, said: 

“It nas been an admirable affirmation 
of faith and sympathy which will not 
easily be forgotten by those who wit- 
nesseq it. The demonstrations of sym- 
pathy came spontaneously, and were 
well accepted by all gonCatholics, who 
by their demeanor protested against 
the attempts artificially conducted to 
foment hostility against our pacific ré- 
union. If those who solicited and ob- 
tained the prohibition to the carrying 
of the sacrament intended to inspire 
the faithful with greater enthusiasm 
they can boast they succeeded even be- 
yond their expectations.” ’ 

The London morning papers in their 
editorials take the line in most cases 
of careful avoidance of anything cal- 
culated to fan the flame of religious 
controversy, and they consider “all's 
well that ends well.” 

Nor is there any attempt to make

HOISTS STOCKS 


Advances Due to Redundancy 
of Money Markel 


PUBLIC NOT IN THE GAME 


Operations Astribed to a_ Limited 
Circle of Rich Capitalists Who 
Trade Because Money Is So 
Cheap — Foreigners Are 
Selling Americans, 


New York, September |3.—Last week's 
operations in the stock market showed 
the still stimulating effect of the re- 
dundant condition of the money mar- 
met by.a further rise in pricés in the 
first few days. The sharp reaction 
which accompanied the small flurry in 
the call mohey market of the [latter 
part of the week was a striking testi- 
mony to the important part played in 
the speculative position by the ease of 
the money market. The abundance of 
funds which could be procured on call 
per cent or under constituted a 
strong attraction for the taking on of 
stock holdings and the marking up of

prices. 

The operations to this end have been 
frankly ascribed to a limited circle of 
very wealthy capitalists, with the fol- 
lowing of strictly professional opera- 
tors who trade in and out of the mar- 
ket in the wake oy § such a movement. 

Public Not tn Game, 
general agreement 
houses that the 
general public was taking small part 
in the current activity in the market. 
The inference from this condition would 
be that the active dealings on the 
stock exchange were not effecting any 
widespread distribution of stocks. 
There is equal agreement, on the other 
hand, that substantial holders of stocks 
have shown little disposition to mar- 
ket their holdings in spite of the at- 
tractive level to which prites have 
i been lifted by the summer's rise 

The readjustment of prices was justi- 
fied in the minds of its promoters by 
the low interest for money compared 
with the return of securities and by 
the revival in business activits That 
the money condition was outrunning 
the business improvement as a domi- 
nant influence on the stock market has 
been a growing suspicion which is em- 
phasized by the revision calleg for of 
some of the earlier estimates of the 
latter factor. The promise of good 
average crops and at profitable prices 
which is now in prospect does not alter 
necessity for speculative readjust- 
ment of eariter and more sanguine esti- 
mates.

“This bloodless revolution is an 
epoch-making event of far-reaching 
consequence; an exploit destined to 
open up a new era for the historic 
lund of ancient Israel. From a polit- 
ical standpoint it is a coup d’ eatat be 
ifore which all -kuropean- diplomacy 
pales into insignificance. 

Much speculation ss now being in- 
duiged in as to the effect of this im- 
portant change upon the Zionist move- 
ment. To the mind that is free frem

bility on the one hand nor given proper 
protection on the other save by the 
affirmative action of the federal gov- 
ernment. The law as laid gown by the 
federal courts clearly shows that’ the 
states have not and cannot devise laws 
adequate to meet the problems caused 
by the great growth of the railroads 
doing an interstate commerce business, 
for more than four-fifths of the busi- 
ness of the railroads is Interstate, and 
under the constitution of the United 
States only the federal governmepr’ can 
exercise control thereover. It is ab- 
solutely necessary that this control 
shoulq be affirmative and thorough- 
going. AII interstate business carried 
on by’ the great corporations should, in 
the interest of the whole people, be 
far more closely supervised than at 
present by the national government, 

t this is especially true of the rail- 
roads, which cannot exist at all save 
by the exercise of powers granted them 
on behalf of the péople, and which, 
therefore, shduld be held to a peculiar 
accountability to the people. It is in 
the interest of the people that she 
should not be permitted to do injus- 
tice; and it is no less to the interest of 
the people that they, should not suffer 
injustice. Their prime purpose is to 
mee Se the commodities of the farmers 
and the business men: they could not 
be built save for the money contrib- 
uted to them by their shareholders; 
théy could not be run at all save for 
the money paid out In wages to the 
railroad employees; and, finally, they 
could not be run judiciously, or profit- 
ably to any one were it not for the em- 
ployment by them of :some masterful 
guilding intelligence, whether of one 
Man or. of a group of men. 

“There are therefore several se 
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. 
receive a proper consideration, and 
when one of them selfishly demands ex- 
clusive consideration the demand must 
be refused. Along certain lines all of 
these groups have the same interests. 
It is to the interest of shipper, farmer, 
wage-worker, business man, honest 
sharcholder, and honest manager alixe 
that there should be economy, 
intelligence and fair treament of all. 


To Stop Stock WW: tering. 


“To put an effective stop to stock 
watering would be a benefit to every- 
body except the swindlers who profit 
by stock watering; it would benefit tie 
honest shareholder because honest in- 
vestments woulq not be brought into 
competition with mere paper; it would 
benefit the wage-worker because when 
the money earned does not have to go 
to paying interest on watered capita! 
more of it {s left out of which to pay 
wages: it would benefit the shipper 
because when only honest stockholders 
have to be paid interest, rates need not 
be improperly raised: it would benefit 
the publie because there would be am- 
ple money with which to give efficient 
service. Similarly the prevention of 
favoritism as among shippers does no 
damage to any one who is honest, and 
confers great g00qg upon the smaller 
business man and the farmer, whom it 
relieves of oppression. 

“Again, such supervision of accounts 
and management as will prevent 
crookedness and oppression works 
good. directly or indirectly, to all hon- 
est people. Therefore everything that 
ean be done along al! these lines should 
be done: and no man’s legitimate 
terest would thereby be hurt.

Exaggeration of conditions is, unquestionably, a natural ‘consequencé 
of failure to enforce the state prohibition law. Sometimes jt becomes, to 
put it mildly: misstatement of facts. 

Not only neighboring states, but those of the entire country, have their 
eyes upon Georgia. They are inquiring about-it; they want to know what 
effect the prohibition law is having and how itis being enforced.

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NEW BULLETIN 
BY STALLINGS 


Department of Agriculture Re- 
ports Deal With Result 
of Inspections. 


The department of agriculture of 
Georgia has just issued a bulletin got- 
ten up by Dr. R. E. Stallings, state 
chemist,-on foods and commercial! feed- 
ing stuffs inspected and analyzed in 
the state of Georgia up to June }t, 1908, 
showing the excellent work done by 
Food Inspector P. A. Methvin. 

In his report to Commissioner Hud- 
son, Dr. Stallings says: “The work in 
the laboratory during the last few 
months has shown conclusively that 
there was an enormous amount of adul- 
terated articles on the market; it shows 
that our state has been the invertible 
dumping ground for manufacturers of 
impure goods. Since this department 
has taken up the matter, the condition 
of affairs has undergone a revolution, 
the good effects produced by the law 
have demonstrated its usefulness.” 

Continuing this report says: “The 
total amount expended by consumers 
for the past ten months aggregates 
$2,102,717. These figures do not take 
into account the large amount of cot- 
ton seed meal that has been used for 
feed purposes. Since the enforcement 
of the law relating to feedstuffs began 
the quality of feeds has constantly im- 
proved During this time many car 
loads. aggregating many hundred tons 
of feed, have been found to be adul- 
terated.

Answer—The farmula given in the 
oat bulletin calls for 200 pounds of 
14 per cent aciq phosphate, 250 pounds 
of cotton seed meal and 50 pounds of 
muriate of potash. a total of 500 
pounds. This would analyze, approx- 
imately, 7.00—3.50—5.00. You will prob- 
ably not be able to get a made up 
or ready mixed goods with such an 
analysis. But vou may use an 8.00— 
2.00—2.00 by adding to each 200 Ibs 
sack of it, about 50 Ibs. of cotton seed 
meal and |!5 ibs of muriate of potash.
